T bat you will uſe your beſt Care, that At- 
| rempts of this nature be ſuppreſſed. I d 

tberefore bumbly imreat you that the Parli- 
| ement may be ſpeedily reflored to 1bat Free- 
| dom, which they enjoyed ontbe eleventh of 

this Inſtant , Ocberdiſe I am reſolved, by 
| the Aſſiſtance of God, with this Army un- 
der my Command to Declare for them, and to

I deſire your 
Lordſhip #ot to be deluded by the freeing 
pretences of any ambitions perſons wh.itſ0- 
ever, and do not bring all the. bloud that will 


be ſhed upon. your , owh head; My Lord, 
Conſeder how you will anſwer to the dreadful 
God for the ruine of three Nations, for to 
ſerve aluſt, or togratifie a paſſion : For my 
particular, I am aſhamed of theſe Confuſrons 
and Changes that we have made, that we arc 
now become aſcorn and a reproach to our ve- 
ry friends, and deſrgned to Rnine by all our I 
Neighbours.
